Juan Avera: a Mexican, suffering : 
from leprosy in its most aggravated 
form, who recently escaped from the 
= ward in the Los Angeles hos- 
\ 


pital, is now in Visalia, and ac- 
cording to Dr. Louis H* Roseberry, 
attorney for the state board~ of 
health, the Los Angeles authorities! 
are civilly and criminally Yable for 
permitting a leper to take ‘French 
leave’ from the hospital and mingle 
with the public. 

From the communications between 
the board and Los Angeles, it ap- 
pears a number of iepers are in the 
southern city’s isolated hospitais, 
but they always escape. Los Ange- 
jles makes no attempt to keep its 
lepers, rather permitting them to 
escape. A prosecution in ,this par- 
ticular case seems probable, and 
the Los Angeles board of super- 
visors will be charged with’ crim-} 
inal negligence. 

The lepers are confined in a brick 
building with only a picket fence 
about it. Dr. Donald H. Currie has 
written to Assistant Superintendent | 
| Anders Peterson of the Los, ae

intention of this office to see that |
